RAIL DISASTER 


AT WASHINGTON 


Thirty-five Persons Killed and Sixty 


Injured In a Collision. 


PASSENGER HIT BY FREIGHT 


Latter Plows Through a Local Train 


on the Baltimore & Ohio, Crushing 
Out the Lives of Occupants of Sev- 
eral Coaches—Accident Occurred In 
a Heavy Fog. 


Washington. Dec 81. — Thirty-five 


persons were kilted and over GO in- 
jured Sunday evening in a wreck on 
the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad at 


at Terra Cotta, three miles from this 
city. 


The catastrophe was caused by the 


collision of local train No. 6C. from 
Frederick, Md., known as the Fred- 
erick special, "with a deadhead pas- 
senger equipment special 
of eight 


cars. 
Over 200 passengers were on 


board the ill-fated tram. The railway 
officials 
are unable to assign any 


cause for the collision. As soon as the 
n«ws of the wreck reached this city 
all ambulances 
available, 
with 
as 


many physicians as could be assem- 
bled -were sent to scene of disaster. 
The dead bodies were found 
lying 


tteside the track for a considerable 
distance. Tha wreck occurred at 6:39 
p. m. A dense fog was prevailing and 
made objects perceptible but a few 
feet ahead. It -was irnposibte at first 
to determine the exact extent of the 
catastrophe. Those passengers in the 
forward coach who were but slightly 
bruised heard the groans of the dying 
and -wounded and did what they could 
to give aid. A number of the passen- 
gers 
walked 
to Brookland, 
three- 


fourths of a mile away. 


The ill-fated tram runs only on Sun- 


day, for the benefit of many Wash- 
ingtonians, who either have country 
places on the line or go to their rela- 
tives. It leaves Frederick at 4 p. m. 
and is scheduled to reach Washington 
at 6:25 p m.

INCREASE URGED 


Of the Salaries of Postal Clerks and 


Mail Carriers. 


Washington, I}ec. 31. — Failure at 


this time to increase materially the 
compensation of postoffice employes, 
thus keeping pace with the advancing 
wages in other lines of employment, 
and increased cost of living, will seri- 
ously jeopardize the efficiency of the 
service. This statement is taken from 
the annual report of First Assistant 
Postmaster General Hitchcock. The 
need ol new legislation to make the 
postal service more attractive in order 
to retain present employes, and as an 
inducement for good men,to enter the 
service, is extensively treated by Mr. 
Hitchccck, who presents a plan for 
the consideration of congress. Resig- 
nations from the service have in- 
creased at an alarming rate, and the 
standard of men going into the service 
has greatly dftenorated in the last 
fiscal year. This plan is suggested by 
Mr. Hitchcock: Establishing tor both

His hobbles are to eaw the soil of 


the west with buzz saws on wheels 
and thus make it laugh with, a'boun- 
tiful, harvest, to fill tlie Canyons and 
gulches of the continental divide with 
artificial glaciers and quench the thirst 
of the plains in summer time with ice 
water; to abolish the aridity of the 
•west and the excessive humidity of 
the south—these are the large con- 
tracts he has cut out for performance 
by a queer looking machine that stands 
in the rear of a machine shop. The 
irreverent small Boy has dubbed it the 
"Colorado Go-Devil." but he calls it 
the Morgan auto saw ditcher, says the 
Kansas City Star. 


Here Is the philosophy of this epochal 


invention: The auto saw ditcher, hitch- 
ed to a steam traction engine, with 
gang saws placed a foot apart, will 
buzz saw the plains Instead of plow- 
Ing them. Millions of little trenches or 
grooves, or riffles, or saw cuts, or 
whatever one chooses to call them, will 
be sawn in the arid prairie a foot or 
more in depth' and an Inch or an inch 
an* a half in width at right angles to 
the line of drainage. 
When a rain 


comes or when the snows melt, instead 
of running off the surface Into the wa- 
ter courses to create disastrous floods 
a thousand miles or more away, the 
moisture will sink Into these millions 
of saw cuts. Gradually it will perco- 
late on down into the subsoil, soaking 
it as well as the partitions between the 
grooves and the sun baked prairie will 
be filled with water like a sponge. In 
these saw cuts the colonel will'then 
plan the seed of whatever crops he 
wishes to harvest. By this method he 
declares he can grow sugar beets A 
foot long, doubling Colorado's annual 
production without the planting of an 
additional acre. '

duction oT t¥e glacial age. 'At every 
little pool, lake'and basin near the 
bleak mountain tops the colonel plans 
to place siphons. When Ice forms in 
winter time over these pools, these si 
phous will be put tyj- -work, pouring 
water from the bottoms of the pools 
out over the surface of the ice on low 
er levels. Hundreds of miles of gla- 
ciers many feet in thickness might 
thus be formed every winter in the 
deep canyons and gulches of the con- 
tinental divide. Instead of going off 
with a rush on the arrival of spring^-as 
a greater portion of the snows and thin 
ice of the mountains now does, the gla- 
ciers will melt but slowly, distributing 
their moisture Into the streams through 
the hot summer months.

"The storing of moisture in the soil 


and in glacial formations In the moun- 
tains will Inevitably reduce the drain- 
age Into the Mississippi so materially 
that the floods that threaten the levees 
and inundate the lowlands will never 
more be heard of," he declares.
